GEN. JOHN B. GORDON. 


Short Sketcli of the MJHtary Career of th« 


Confederate General Who Will Speak 


In Decatur Mnrrh S». 


General Joha B. Gordon was easily one 


of the greatest fighters on the confederate 
iide during tha civil war. He is some- 
times confounded with General James B. 
Gordon, who also won some distinction 
as a leader. 
The latter, however, was » 


cavalry officer, and was killed at the bat- 
tle of Yellow Tavern just north of Rich- 
mond, May 11, 18B4. the day General 
Stewart fell in his battle with Sheridan. 


John B. Gordon entered tho confeder- 


ate army from Alabama, where he was 
teaching school, when tho war broke out, 
and at tho first battle of Bull Hun he 
commanded tbe Sixth Alabama infantry. 
He led his regiment at tbo Battle of Fair 


al;s where tho regiment lost ninety-one 
fleers and men, killed, and had 377 offl- 
ers and men wounded, ft total loss of 37S 
ut of 832 engaged. He led tho regiment 
c Galnes1 Mill and Molvern Hill. 
Gordon fought on the bloody lane at 
.Dtietam, where nearly all that were left 
f the regiment, were either killed or 
wounded. Gordon himself was shot all 
o pieces and left for dead in that bloody 
affair, whioh is so well remembered by 
mlon soldiers who were on that part of 
tho field. He was shot through both legs, 
through tho loft shoulder, through tbe 
right arm, and tha fifth bullet crashed 
through his cheek bone and cut away 
part of bis face

It is 
a lofty, shapely shaft, handsomely pol- 
ished and carved, bearing the allegori- 
cal figures, also superbly sculptured, of 
Faith, Hope and 01i»rUy. The monu- 
ment was erected by famous granite 
cutters of Westerly, K. I. 


Mrs. Johnson's ruling passion is an 


immoderate fondness for diamonds, on 
account of which the title of Mrs. 
"Diamond" Johnson was popularly be- 
stowed on her more than a quarter of a 
century ago. At all times she is a- 
glitter with the gems from head to 
loot, and she rarely appears in public 
with less than $25,000 to $50,000 worth 
of them displayed on her person.

her fabulous store of jewels buried 
with her body, a fancy that may ac- 
count, in part, for her determination 
to make her tomb absolutely impreg- 
nable to grave robbers.

How to Stake It Out of tlie Food Gen- 


erally Thrown Away. 


We ai-e not apt to regard the Irish 


peasantry a* either thrifty or patterns 
in any matters of cooking-, yet 
the 


canny'Scotch are no more bevere econ- 
omists than the Irish of the northern 
country. The genuine Irish stew is a 
dish that deser\ es every praise. It is as 
great a. success in its way ai a Scotch 
broth Of mutton, and it is a culinary 
lesson in the use of what people general- 
ly throw away. 


To make this dish the 
peasant 


secures what scraps of meat and bones 
he can. get for a few cents. The pur- 
chase is chiefly hone, and the meat is 
either beef or mutton, or it may be of 
both. 


The bone and meat are separated and 


the fat is removed. The best way to 
make the broth is to throw the meat 
in one kettle and the bones in another, 
and cover them both with cold water. 


After the contents of the two kettles 


have simmered very slowly for one 
hour saltisartded. The cook now gath- 
ers any sound vegetable tops, the green 
tops, of celery, the green leaves outside 
the cabbage, which in less thrifty parts 
of the land are the perquisite of the pig. 
These are chopped together and added 
to the kettle containing the bones, antl 
simmered with them for the next hour. 
For every two quarts of the stew two 
small onions cut in slices are added. 
When they have simmered half an 
hour, s,ix small potatoes, cut in quar- 
ters, are put ta. When the potatoes 
\iave cooked .half an hour, strain the 
broth off the bones and chopped vege- 
tables, pressing the vegetables hard tn 
extract all the pulp and flavor from 
them. Thicken the strai ned broth with 
a heaping tablespoomful of flour mixed 
with a large tablespoonful of butter. 
If mutton is used the broth must be 
carefully skimmed before adding the 
thickening. 
Let the thickening cook 


in the stained broth for ten minutes, 
stirring it carefully, (hen pour it in the 
kettle of meat, onions and potatoes. 
Let the stew simmer a moment or two, 
stirring it constantly. 
Taste it to see 


if it needs more salt, add pepper, and 
serve at once. 


It is largely a pot of luck, depending 


upon the vegetables at hand and the 
amount of meat it contains; but it is 
nutritious, even when it is made largely 
of vegetables, and it is always excellent. 
—N. Y. Tribune.
